The Edmunds Act Veclared to 
be Constitutional. 


DECISION BY THE SUPREME COURT. 


Congress Declared fo have the Right to 
Regulate the Privilege of Suffrage 
in the Territories. 


Associated Press Dispatches to The Times, 
Wasuineton, March 23.—The following 


| decision has been rendered by the Su- 


preme Court of the United Statesin the 
series of five cases, known as polygamy 
suits, brought by certain Mormon citizens 
of Utah, for the purpose ef getting a 
judicial decision as to the power of the 
Board of Commissioners or Canvassers 
appointed under the so-called Edmunds 
act of March 22nd to supervise elections 
in that Territory. The complainants and 
appellants in these cases are Jease J. Mur- 
phy, Mary Ann Pratt, Mildred E. and Alfred 
Randall, Ellen C. and Hiram B. Claw- 
son, and Jas. M. Barlow. The defendants 
and appellees are Alexander Ramsey and 
others, constituting the Federal Board of | 
Commissioners and certain registration 
officers appointed by them. 

The principal question raised by the f 
suits is whether the Board of Commission- 
ers ay pointed under the Edmunds act had 
the power to prescribe as a condition of 
registration of voters a discriminating 
test oath, requiring the applicant for reg- 
istration to swear that he or she is not 
living in a state of bigamy or polygamy. 
This court holds that the rules promul- 
gated by the board, prescribing for an 
oath to be exacted of persons offering to 
register as voters and which constitute 
directions under which it is alleged the 
registration officers acted in the cases 
here complained of, were without force, 
and that no effect can be given them. It 
cannot be alleged, the court holds, that 
they had the effect in law of preventing 
the registration of the plaintiffs, for the 


-registration officers were not bound nor 


authorized to obey them, and if they did 
so they did it in their own wrong. There 
was no relation between the board and 
the officers appointed by them, of princi- 
pal and agent, so as to make the members 
of the former liable for what the latter 
may have illegally done under their in- 
structions, and therefore no connection in 
law between the acts of the boards as 
charged and the wrongs complained of. 
If it be supposed the board had the power, 
which it seems they claimed and exercised, 
of putting into the form of rules for the 


government of registration officers their 
interpretation of the law, and in that way 
published erroneous and illegal restric- 


tions upon the right of suffrage 


in that Territory such acts of 


administration were not administral and 
cannot be the ground of action. They | 
would be of that class which involve the 
exercise of judgment and discretion in 
public officers, and which even when 
erroneous cannot furnish cause of action 
tor damages. In either view, therefore, 


| the judgment in favor of the Board of 


Commissioners in the court below was 
rightly rendered.’’ “As regards the power 
and responsibility of registration officers, 
the court holds they were ministeria] 
officers, and if they deprived eomplainants 
of their right to be registered as voters 
in violation of law they are responsible in 
action for damages. 
‘The court then takes up and 
examines the cases separately and holds 
complainants Mary Ann Pratt and Mil- 
dred E. Randall were clearly deprived of 
their right to registration without au- 
thority of law, since by their allegations 
they exclude themselves from disqualifi- 
cations of the act of 1882. Ellen Claw- 
son, Jesse J. Murphy and James M. Bar- 
low, on the other hand, were, the Court 


faith in their inqui- 
ponsible in damages for 
rejections made Without reasonable cause 
or by malice, “In the cases of Mary Ann 
Prait and Milred E- Randall, above re- 
ferred to, the allegations of the complaint 
not only show complainants were legally 
entitled to be registered as voters, but de- 
clare that the refusal of the registration 
officers to admit them to the list was 
wrongful and malicious. Demurrees ad- 
mit the case as thus stated, and should 
have been, therefore, overruled. 

In conclusion, Justice Mathews. who

gress to pass the act of March 22, 1882, so 
far as it abridges the rights of electors 
in the Territory under pzevious laws. 

But that question is, we think, no longer 
open todiscussion.

ment. The people of the United States, 
as sovereign owners of the national terri- 


tories, have supreme power over them 


and their inhabitants. In the exercise of 
this sovereign dominion they are repre- 
sented by the Government of the United 
States, to whom all powers of government 
over their subjects has been delegated, 
subject only to such restrictions as are 
expressed in the Constitution or necessa- 
rily implied in its terms, or in the pur- 
poses and objects of the power itself. _In 
ordaining a government for the Territo- 
ries and the people who inhabit them, 
all discretion which belongs to leg- 
islative power is vested in Con- 
gress, aud that extends, beyond 
any controversy, to determining by law Governor’s Approval. 
from time to time the form of local on 


ernment in any particular Territory, an 

the qualifications of those who shall ad- 
minister it. It rests with Congress ‘to 
say whether in a given case any of the 
people resident in the Territory shall par- 
ticipate in the election of its officers or 
the making of its laws, and it may there- 
fore take from them any right of suf- 
frage it may previously have conferred, 
or atany time modify or abridge it as it 
may deem expedient. The personal and 


| civil rights of inhabitants of Territories 


are secured to them, as to all other citi- 
zens, by the principles of constitutional 
liberty, which restrain all agency of the 
Government, State and National. 
Their olitical rights are  fran- 
chises which they hold as privileges 
in the legislative discretion. of the Con- 
gress of the United States. If we concede 
that his discretion in Congress is limited 
by the obvious §purposes for which it was 
conferred, and that those purposes are 
satisfied by measures which prepare the 
people of territories to become citizens of 
States in the Union, still the conclusion 
cannot be averted that the Act of Con- 
gress here in question is clearly within 
that justification; for, certainly no legis- 
lation can be supposed to be more whole- 
some and necessary in forming for free 
self-government a commonwealth fit to 
take rank as a co-ordinate State in the 
Union, than that which seeks to establish 
it on the basis of the idea that the family 
consisting and springing from the union for 
life of one man and one woman in the holy 
state of matrimony, is the sure foundation 
of all that is stable and noble in our civ- 
ilization, the best guarantee of that rever- 
ence for morality which is the source of 
all beneficent progress in social and polit- 
ical improvement, and to this end no 
means are more directly and immediately 
suitable than those provided by this act, 
which endeavors to withdraw all political 
influence from those who are practically 
hostile to its attainment.

THE LATE LEGISLATURE. 


Bills Which Failed to Receive the 


SacRAMENTO, March 23.—The Governor 
considers the limit of time allowed by the 
Constitution in which he could sign bills 
passed at the recent session of the Legis- 
lature to have expired at noon to-day. 
The bills which he has left unsigned, and 
which, therefore, fail to become laws, are 
as follows: Senate bills 108 and 33. No, 
108 was to amend the code in regard to 
appeals in certain divorce cases and ex- 
tending the list of cases in which appeals 
may be taken. No. 33 was to place 
greater restriction upon the use of opium, 
but it has not been signed, for the reason. 
that it is too prohibitory in medical pre- 
parations unless formally prescribed by a 
physician. The Assembly bills remain- 
ing unsigned are No. 7, relating 
to -the investment of the capital 
stock of insurance * incorporations, 
and No. 264, providing for each county . 
that may desire holding a fair, an appro- 
priation of $500 for each of such fairs. It 
is’said that if all the counties desired to 
avail themselves of the provisions should 
it become ‘a law, it would require some- 
thing like four hundred appointments b 
the Governor and necessitate an addi- 
sional clerk in the executive office. Also 
No. 570, to authorize the submission of 
proposed constitutional amendments to a 
vote of the people at a special election. 
This last kills the Heath bill amending the 
Constitution so as to tax railroads 2% per 
cent. on gross earnings in place of the 
present mode of taxation.

For 
by such process only can nature work 
out the great reforms that are antidotes 
for her poisons. But be that as it 
may, the people of the Los . Aigeles 


section are sadly afilicted with 
insect pests destructive of 
fruit; The growers have become con- 


vinced that it is a simple issue between 
the insects and them for existence. In 
such a struggle the wisdom and power 
of man should prevail. But it aoes not 
always do so. The marvelous multipli- 
eation of insect life, the hidden wombs 
of its reproduction, its astonishing 
power of devastation, puts the courage 
and resistance of man to the severest 
test. Out of the necessity for activity 
to which these rouse himis evolved 
knowledge and ability to resist nat- 
ural foes. We are strong, and 
and courageous, just as 
necessity demands of us. The struggle 
for existence develops men; where Na- 
ture demands nothing of man he is but 
an animal. Four years ago the San 


Gabriel people could have ,checked the | 


spread of the cottony cushion scale, by 
the expenditure of $20 and a few hours’ 
of energy. They neglected to apply 
either, and the result was vast damage 
and vast outlay, and finally, the people 
being roused by necessity, conquered. 
Thus was verified again the tru- 
ism that necessity is the great teacher 
of and motor to human activity. The 
success of the San Gabriel residents in 
exterminating fruit pests has hud a good 

effect in teaching the people the value of 
scientific pursuits, repearch and experi- 
ment. In thatregion, to a devoted ento- 


‘mologist the hat is raised, while in 
regions that have not been 


taught 
his value, he is contemptuously termed 
a ‘‘bugologist.”’ There is nothing 


in all the economy of nature that 
@so quickly awakens our respect for 


knowledge as the revelation to us of our 
dependence upon it. The‘‘bugs’”’ are eat- 
ing out the substance of the Los Angeles 
fruit growers. The blight falls upon 
those who have done their duty because 


of the neglect or viciousness of those} 
who have neglected it. 


What. the Los 
Angeles people will meet to-day to do, is 
to secure union of effort to enforce the 
law requiring orchards to be kept clean 
and harmony of action-in applying 
uniform remedies at uniform times for 
the destruction of theinsect pests. It 
is to be a convention that must 
agree. There can be no hung jury in 
this case, since the insects are a unit as 
to their action. This necessity for 
united and-uniform action in a given 
direction will benefit any community 
and tend to elevate it and give new 
strength to its energies. We wish our 
Los Angeles friends success to-day. 


But to attain it they must. ‘sit down’ 


upon cranks, crush irreconcilables and 
do obeisance to the inexorable laws of 
science as manifested in economic and 
experimental entomology.’’ 

The convention was held, and proved 
to be an important one, as the Record- 


Union predicted it would be. Its pro-. 


ceeding were very fully and faithfully 
reported in last Sunday’s Times. Our 
Sacramento cotemporary took the trou- 
ble to have a specially qualified 
representative present to note pro- 
ceedings, which will show our 
horticulturists of Los Angeles county 
something of the interest that is 


felt in this movement in other parts of 


the State. Not everything was done by 
the convention which needs to be done, 
but a good beginning was made, 
and a determination was mani- 
fested to enter upon and keep 
up the fight upon insect pests in a vigor- 
manner. Nothing but war will 
avail now—war to the death on these 
insidious and ever-recruiting armies of 
insect enemies which are working 
destruction to so many citrus 
in the south country.

A NOTABLE MEETING. 


Blaine Calis Upon the Aeialatye- 
110n. 


The most picturesque account of Mr. 
Blaine’s call upon the President ap- 
pears in the Washington special of the 
Columbus Dispatch. Wecopy:. 


A few minutes before 5 ‘o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon, when: the White 
House was nearly emptied of visitors, 
and after the gas had been lighted and 
the shades drawn iv the library, where 
the President receives his callers, a 
gentleman walked briskly up the west- 
ern approach from Pennsylvania ave- 
nue. He was a man of a little more 
than the average height, of sturdy build, 
of strong features, full gray beard and 
gray hair, complexion colorless and 
eyes of keenest brown. His heavy 
overcoat was buttoned closely, for the 
day was a chilly one, with occasional 
flakes of snow. As he walked 
up the steps of the porch he 
glanced around quickly, and then bow- 
ing to the attendants at the door, he 
passed through the yestibule toward 
the left and ascended to the ante-room 
leading to the apartmentin which the 


senger, Mr. Loeftier, who knows every- 
body, Knew this distinguished visitor 
and bowed respectfully as he helped 
him to remove his overcoat. The 
visitor passed into the Cabinet room 
and back to the rear, where a door 
opened into the library. The Presi- 
dent had been listening to along talk 
by Senator ‘‘Joe’’ Brown, of Georgia, 
whv had been shown out by the main 
door. Ashe tarmed to walk back to 
his desk the new visitor entered from 
the Cabinet room with Private Sec- 
retary Lamont, and a moment ‘later, 
President Cleveland and James G. 
Blaine were meeting for the first time 
and were shaking hands as cordiaily 
as if they had never been oppos- 
ing candidates in one of the 


| most closely contested political. battles 


ever fought in this country. Mr. Blaine 
was not an unexpected visitor. He had 
asked for an appointment to suit the 
President’s convenience, and had been 
asked to come at an hour when the 
President would be least likely to be in- 
terrupted. His visit was nota hurried 
one. He staid long enough to congrat- 
ulate Mr. Cleveland, to explain his ab- 
sence from the inauguration ceremo- 
nies, caused by the death of his sister 
in Baltimore, and to entertain the Pres- 
ident, as he does every one he meets, 

with brisk conversation about men and 
things. It was Mr. Blaine’s first visit 
to the White House since the winter of 
1883. The two men were closeted to- 
gether nearly anhour, and when Mr. 


jBlaine came out the President accom- 


panied him to the door and gave him a 
cordial inyitation to visit the Executive 
Mansion frequently.

Bullis, Brown, Sinsabaugh, Holbrook, 
Lambie and Velsir, and the last §two 
had much more to say than the members 
of the committee as to how the investi- 
gation should be made. G. W. Knox 
represented the interests of the Chief, 
who was also present in person. 
On motion of Mr. Niles, Mr. Day was 
made chairman. 
The first witness for the prosecution 
was one E. A. Bingham, » sort of ama- 
teur detective, who had preferred a 
charge that the Chief had failed to serve 
@ warrant sworn out by Ah Cow against 
the keeper of a tan game, (This Ah 
Cow is the Chinaman whose own tan 
game has twice been raided. It will 
therefore be understood that his anguish 
of soul about Chinese gambling is due 
rather to jealousy and spite than love 
of morality.) 
Considerable delay was caused in 
getting a shorthand reporter for the ex- 
amination. Frank W. Cherrv was 
finally secured, and business was -re- 
sumed at 3:30, after a half-hour adjourn- 
ment. All witnesses were sworn. 
Bingham resumed his evidence. He 
had had no connection whatever with 
the case at issue, had never seen the 
warrant, and knew nothing about the 
matter save by hearsay. Why his 
testimony was taken at the length of 
over an hour, does not, therefore, 
exactly appear. - According to his own 


evidence he was in the hire of one 
China company, or its representatives, 
to bulldose another by breaking up its 
tan games; and he got $50 for one 
such job. (And by the way, the China- 
man complained of by Ah Cow belongs 


jto a different company from that of 


which Ah Cow is‘a member). Bingham, 
however, under oath testified that the 
warrant had been placed in the Chief’s 
hands and had never been served. 
He (Bingham) about Jan. 20th, went to 
Mayor Spence, said he was hired to 
break up that game, and wanted, a war- 
rant. He was referred to Assistant City 
Attorney Kelly, who said that warrants 
had already been issued and not re- 
turned, and that he’d better see the 
Chief of Police. He found the Chief in 
Council, and was abruptly snubbed by 
him, he says. He admitted having ap- 
plied to the Chief for a position on the 
force, after McOarthy had been ap- 
pointed, but before he had entered upon 
his duties. He didn’t know the name 
of the China company which employed 
him; and finalty, under the coaching of 
Mr. Lambie, was not certain it was a 
company at all, rather than prominent 
individual members of a company. 
(His first testimony, however, was that 
it was one of the China companies. ) 
The $50 he had received for his services 
came through Sam Kee. He never had 
said anything to the Chief about the 
Ah Cow warrant in question. 
Councilman Brown asked Bingham if 
he didn’t know at the time that gam- 


pany employing him. He said he 
didn’t know of their having any tan 
games but supposed a great many of 
the members played. Bingham was 
extremely insolent, and conveyed the 
impression that he had a private grudge 
to settle. He was anxious to get done 
bis testimony so as to get away to Ari- 


zona. | 

G. W. Glowner, a poetic looking 
young lawyer, read ‘‘a few matters 
which had occurred to his mind in the 
morning.’’ Sometime in January, he 
had been retained by two Chinamen to 
prosecute Chinese tan games. He had 


to the Chief, and the Chiet, contrary to 
advice, went down to serve the warrant 
in the middle of the day, when the 
games were not running. He (Glow- 
ner) gave Ah Cow another warrant, 
which the Chief refused to receive, 
He went to tell the Chief his duty in 
the matter, and that official intimidated 
by his manner, Mr. Glowner thought, 
that Mr. Glowner was not welcome iu 
the police office. | 
Mr. Barreto, being put forward by 
the prosecution, said he came by Mr. 
Velsir’s request, but didn’t know any- 
thing about the matter save by hearsay.

Walter S, Moore and Frank McCoy 
were produced by the defense to prove 
Bingham’s lack of veracity, but the 
committee would none of their evi- 
dence, | | 
Chief McCarthy was put on the stand. 
He testified to having received the Ah 
Cow warrant from John Lalley, then 
Mayor’s clerk. lLalley didn’t know 
who made the complaint. I consulted 
Assistant City Attorney F. P. Kelly 
about the warrant. Mr. Kelly said 
the warrant was defective, and further 
advised that the only way to convict 
the gamblers was by catching them in 
the act. On first acquaintance with 
Bingham he kept pestering me to let 
him introduce me to alot of Chinese. 
The second time I met him he went to 
talking ab@ut how much money I might 
make in my position, how much he 
made among the Chinese, and wanted 
me to put him on the force. I refused, 
because from what I had heard and 
seen of him [ regarded him asa dis- 
honest man. Finding a Chinaman 
who volunteered to act as guide, 
I took two officers and made 
a raid at night upon the place com- 
plained of. "6 
but three or four Chinamen playing 
dominoes. My guide said, ‘*Well, we'll 
catch them some other time.’’ I had 
the Ah Cow warrant in my pocket at the 
time. As to Mr. Glowner, I didn’t or- 
der him out. Had reason to believe 
that the warrant was not in good faith, 
and had the Assistant City Attorney’s 
authority that it was irregular. Still I 
went down at the time, and tried to 
make the arrest. Also went down sev- 
eral times, before and after, to try to 
suppress tan games. Went to Mr. Kel- 
ly and we got a complaint for Ah Cow. 
Then saw Mayor Spence, and suggested 
that he issue and, sign a warrant un- 
dated; but this he did not think best to 
be done. Haye been to Chinatown to see 
about the matter several timés myself, 
and often sent officers. Also gave the 
warrant to an officer to serve. Am 
kept very busy by the duties of my 
office all day, and a very long day. 
Have not knowingly neglected any duty. 
Am anxious to do every duty fully. No, 
sir! I never received money or presents 
of any sort from any Chinaman or white 
man not to molest gambling. Never 


made any promises or hints of immu- 
nity to gamblers. : 
Mr. Velsir strayed from the subject 


to cross-examine the Chief on his al- 
leged incivility to Glowner, and his al- 
leged ordering Justice Morgan from the 
police office. Mr. McCarthy denied 
having been uncivil to Glowner, and
